The ancestral home of Sir Walter 


Raleigh limy be destroyed. It lies In 
the west country, ou Ibo edge of Dart- 
Boor, and Is known as Fardel. 
An- 


ciently It was the seat of the family 
of Sir Walter lialelgh; today It la 
nothing more than a farmhouse, but 
surely worthy of preservation, If only 
for Its historical associations. 


Raleigh's father, a country gentle- 


man, 
originally srttled 
at 
fardel, 


where he owned property. His second 
ton, John, succeeded to the family 
•state at Fardel, and there outlived his 
more famous brother Walter. 
Con- 


siderable remains of the old mansion 
of Fardel exists, but what bas roused 
the protest of the Devonshire associa- 
tion Is the proposal to convert the old 
chapel Into a number of cottages. Sueli 
vandalism ought to be prevented at 
any cost. 


Tho courtyard at Fardel formerly 


contained an Inscribed bl-llngual stone 
of the Jtoumno-nrltlsh period. 
On 


the one side were the words "Fanonl 
Macfiiilflnl," and on the other, "Sopa- 
mil," with souio Ogham characters on 
the edge. I.oenl tradition makes the 
Inscription refer to treasure burled by 
Raleigh In an adjoining field; and the 
local rhyme runs thus: 
Between this *>[gno and Fnrdel Hall 
Lloa AS much money as the devil cnn hAtil. 


Anyone who wishes lo*seo Uio stone 


now must apply nt the Ilrltlsh mus- 
emn.—Christian Science Monitor.
